With the warm weather 
comes an influx in tourists, 
an increase in traffic and an 
escalating likelihood of life- 
threatening collisions on 
Niagara-on-the-Lake roads. 

The town’s volunteer fire¬ 
fighters want to be pre¬ 
pared, says assistant fire 
chief Jo Zambito. 

"Just based on the sheer 
volume of traffic, this is the 
season when we can expect 
to see more collisions. So 
this is when we offer 
refresher training for our 
firefighters." 

Every Monday in the com¬ 
ing weeks volunteer fire¬ 
fighters will be practising 
extrication, using the jaws 
of life and other tools that 
help them rescue those 
unlucky individuals who are 
pinned in the wreckage of a 
collision. 

Every vehicle is different, 
says Zambito—firefighters 
must know where the bat¬ 
tery will be located, where 
the airbags are—there could 
be as many as 10 in some 
vehicles—so it’s important 
to keep up-to-date on the 
many different models.

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Dee Road decision comes a decade after OMB rules in favour of property owner 



After about a decade of 
waiting, realtor Jonathan Fast 
hopes to begin building his 
dream house in Queenston 
this summer. 

The decision about how to 
improve Dee Road has been 
made, with councillors 
approving the upgrades dis¬ 
cussed in a May 16 public 
works report.

His acclamation at the 
nomination meeting for 
the Niagara Falls riding 
puts him up against MPP 
Kim Craitor, die Liberal 
incumbent from Niagara 
Falls, and first-time candi¬ 
date George Lepp, a 
Niagara-on-th e-Lake 
farmer and businessman 
representing the 


Conservatives. 

The Niagara Falls riding 
includes NOTL and Fort 
Erie. 

Redekop, a lawyer, was 
mayor of Fort Erie for nine 
years, from 1997 to 2006. 
He says he decided not to 
run again so that he could 
devote more time to his 
law practice and his fami¬ 
ly, but he’s ready to get 
back into public service. 

He chose the NDP, he 
said, because he believes 
in the policies set out by 
leader Andrea Horwath, 
who was at the nomina¬ 
tion meeting. 

“I like their policies, and 
I'm very impressed with 
leader Andrea Horwath. 
She is sensitive to people, 
sensitive to their needs, a 
good listener, articulate 
and a hard worker." 

One of his priorities, he 
said, is health care. 

In Fort Erie, he will call 
for the reopening of the 
emergency department. 

And while he supports

the recent decision for a 
review of parts of a hospi¬ 
tal improvement plan that 
have been implemented 
in Niagara so far, he isn’t 


supporting the review 
process that has been 
approved by the province. 

He wants an investiga¬ 
tion of the Niagara Health 
System to determine why 
it has failed the people of 
Niagara, and to see what 
can be done to ensure the 
kind of health care the 
region deserves, he says. 

He questions the ability 
for an independent review 
of the hospital improve¬ 
ment plan by a steering 
committee that includes 
the body that created the 
plan and that approved it, 
he said.

and their daily needs. 
They look at solutions dif¬ 
ferently. The other parties 
are all about either tax 
cuts or throwing more 
money at problems. We 
need to analyze issues, 
whether its health care, 
education, transportation 
or heritage. Sometimes 
there are simple solu¬ 
tions, but sometimes they 
are quite complicated. I 
believe the NDP does a 
better job of drawing 
experts into their discus¬ 
sions,” he said. 

“We can’t solve all the 
problems, but we can 
draw in people who can.” 

Redekop says getting to 
know voters in Niagara- 
on-the Lake will be a chal¬ 
lenge, but he is familiar 
with the community—his 
grandfather lived in Virgil 
and his father grew up 
here and went to Niagara 
District Secondary 
School.

But he hasn’t yet asked for 
money for his performanc¬ 
es, he says. 

He’s hoping for a positive 
response from council, but 
is concerned about the 
timing—council asked for 
a staff report before reach¬ 
ing any decisions, and 
won’t meet again until July 
18. 

Bodogh, who performed 
recently as part of a coun¬ 


try-wide product launch 
with Blackberry, also uses 
his bike skills to reach 
audiences on a different 
level, especially young 
people. 

In September he will be 
part of Heart Niagara’s 
annual meeting, speaking 
to clientelle about fitness, 
and to educators about 
physical and mental health 
for young people. He plans 
to speak about digging

The Shaw Festival’s 50th 
season production of My 
Fair Lady leaves one big 
question mark. 

What the heck took them 
so long? 

If you live in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and for some mys¬ 
tifying reason have never 


made it to a Shaw play, this is 
the one to see. 

Former artistic director 


said that not all plays at the 
Shaw will please everyone, 
but that there is a Shaw play 
for everyone. 

My Fair Lady has to be the 
exception—the one play that 
will please everyone. 

It’s a delight. It’s impossi¬ 
ble not to want to hum along 
to all the favourites—could¬ 
n’t believe how easily the 
catchy tunes and remarkable 
lyrics come back. 

But oh, there is so much 
more to this production. 

It is above all a reminder of 
just how talented a cast the 
Shaw Festival boasts. 


Some played double duty, 
from street urchins to upper- 
class ball attendees, but they 
do it so well—an indication 
not of a shortage of ensem¬ 
ble talent but of just how tal¬ 
ented the ensemble is. 

Of course the story is 
familiar enough. Based on 
Shaw's Pygmalion, about a 
cockney, street-wise flower- 
seller, Eliza Doolitde 
(Deborah Hay), and the pho¬ 
netics professor Henry 
Higgins (Benedict 

Campbell) who bets that by 
teaching her proper English, 
he will enable her to pass as 
a proper lady, the Lerner- 
Lowe musici has been a 
favourite on stage since the 
1950s and in the theatre 


since it opened in 1964. 

And the enthusiasm con¬ 
tinues—the playbill of the 
Shaw's 50th season is creat¬ 
ing excitement in theatre cir¬ 
cles, with My Fair Lady at the 
centre of the commotion. 

It’s not just one or two 
standout performances that 
are memorable, but all, 
beginning with Deborah 
Hay, who is equally superb 
as the impoverished flower 
girl, the captivating belle of 
die ball and the strong, inde¬ 
pendent woman who stands 
up to her benefactor. We 
want her to find all she’s 
looking for when she belts 
out Wouldn’t it be Loverly, 
and we wish she could have 
danced all night, as she gets 


a taste of what her life is 
about to become. 

Campbell does exceeding¬ 
ly well with his vocals, man¬ 
ages to be funny and infuri¬ 
atingly arrogant and chau¬ 
vinistic at the same time, and 
has Patrick Galligan, as 
Colonel Pickering, to play 

tivity at all, the other is com¬ 
passionate and likeable, 
although helpless against 
Higgins’ lack of humanity. 

Paul Sportelli, musical 
director and conductor, and 
choreographer Daniel Pelzig 
deserve credit for making 
not only the main characters 
but all who take to the 
stage—the Cockney Quartet, 
the servants, the Ascot 


en, worthless yet charming 
father (Neil Barclay, a large 
man who nevertheless 
makes being light-of-foot 
look easy) integral to the 
plot and to the wow-factor of 
the production. 

Shaw Festival musicals 
tend to be the elaborate 
extravaganzas of the season, 
and My Fair Lady is no 
exception—with the excep¬ 
tion of the sets. 

While Ken MacDonald’s 
set designs are not exactly 
sparse, they are simple —but 
there is still so much to take 
in on stage that their sim¬ 
plicity is appreciated.
